The school year plan 
is for 172 days of school to 
open September the 12th. There 
will be a previous week of ori¬ 
entation for teachers. 

The resignation of Joseph 
Moltaine, 6th grade teacher, 
was accepted at this meeting. 
The board announced the em¬ 
ployment of a local man in 
Mr. Moltane’s place, Chas. Lee 
McWade. Mr. McWade a Clare¬ 
mont man, is doing apprentice 
teaching in the 5th grade and 
next fall will take over the 6th. 

There will be no regular 
meeting of the trustees next 
week.

the Federal Rent Control Act 
as amended effective April 1, 

1949. 

T believe that a hearing as 
provided for in the Act will 
show that there is no real 
shortage of housing accom¬ 
modations." 

Under the law, councils may 
hold hearings on rent control 
within their cities after giving 
10 days’ notice of such meet¬ 
ings. After the hearings, if it is 
determined that control is no 
longer needed, the councils 
may petition the governor for 
decontrol. Final action must be 
taken by the governor in ap¬ 
proving or disapproving the 
councils’ recommendations. 

’The attorney’s request will go 
before the City Council at its 
meeting next Tuesday. ’There 
was no indication as to what 
action the councilmen might 
take. 

In filing his petition with the 
city clerk for next 'Tuesday’s 
agenda, Eaton Issued the fol¬ 
lowing statement: 

*T hove filed with the City

The case of human rabies 
which was fatal to Kenneth 
Oates last Wednesday in' Gen¬ 
eral Hospital is of more than 
passing interest locally. 

A Sierra Madrean vitally in¬ 
terested in the case called the 
NEWS Office suggesting that 
parents and owners of dogs 
should know the circumstances 
which led to the death of the 
24-year-old young man. 

The dog bite which happen¬ 
ed six weeks ago went unno¬ 
ticed as it only bruised Mr. 

Oates’ hand; to his knowledge 
the skin was not even broken. 

However, the dog which had 
been a pet rai.sed by the fam¬ 
ily disappeared from home in 
two days and was never found 
(very typical of rabies). 

On Saturday before Mr. Oat¬ 
es died, he didn’t feel well and 
consulted a physician who di¬ 
agnosed the trouble at a chron¬ 
ic ear infection. The following 
day Mr. Oates was forced to 
consult the doctor again and 
was immediately sent to the 
General Hospital and passed 
away the following day. 

If . . . the Health Department 
had been notified immediate¬ 
ly following the bite, the dog 
would have been quarantined 
(at his own home) and observ¬ 
ed at no expense. Rabies in 
dogs develops very rapidly.

"The Seven-Story Mountain’ 
by Thomas Merton is an inspir¬ 
ing, sometimes very moving 
book. ”1110 author uses the sev¬ 
en-tiered mountain (Dante’s 
image of Purgatory) as a sym¬ 
bol of the modern novel. Thom¬ 
as Merton’s father was a suc¬ 
cessful painter and the boy 
grow up in America and 
France. The book tells in en¬ 
grossing detail his endless 
quest to find some meaning to 
life in this cruel, century. It 
is the autobiography of a bril¬ 
liant young American inten¬ 
sely active, highly educated, 
and a poet of achievement. 

After a very full and worldly 
life for all his twenty-six years, 
he decides to withdraw from 
the world, much as did the 
great St. Augustine, only after 
fully Immersing himself in it. 
At the end he enters the Trap- 
pl.st monastery at Gethsemani, 
Kentucky. 

The book is written with a 
combination of highly intellec¬ 
tual pholosophy, lively wit, and 
considering how deep is the 
subject, with a delightful sim¬ 
plicity. It is written also in a 
perfect glow of happiness, not 
a mock happiness—a genuine 
happiness. To .set all this down 
is to give no hint of the ex¬ 
traordinary appeal of the book. 
Readers who are far from be¬ 
ing either religious or contem- 
platives should find its civili¬ 
zed comment of living interest. 

"People seem to think,” says 
Thomas Merton, "that it is in 
sqmeway a proof that no merci¬ 
ful God exists, if we have so 
many wars. But did it ever oc¬ 
cur to you that after centuries 
of evil and greed and injustice 
and cruelty, spawned and bred 
by the free wills of men, the 
human race can still recover 
each time, and can still pro-

Brucellosis, or undulant fev- urday and Sunday from 7 to 
er, a disease that is transmitted 9 P. M. for demon.strations of 
from certain animals to peo- Capehart, General Electric and 
pie, causes great suffering and Tlior products, 
discomfort and can leave the 
patient exhausted long after the 
acute attack. It is difficult to 
cure and is apt to recur again 
and again. 

The source of undulant fever 
is such food-producing animals 
as cows, hogs, and goats. Most 
people who contract the disease 
in this country get it from 
drinking raw or unpasteurized 
milk from infected cows, or 
from consuming food products 
made from raw milk. Others get 
the disease from direct contact 
with diseased cattle or by 
handling infected raw meat. 

One of the dangers of undu¬ 
lant fever is that its symptoms 
are similar to tho.se of many 
other diseases. Since it is diffi¬ 
cult to diagnose when it first 
strikes, it is frequently mistak¬ 
en for such other diseases as 
rheumatic fever, malaria, ty¬ 
phoid fever or tuberculosis. So 
it can go unrecognized long 
after early symptoms appear. 

Undulant fever gets its name 
from the fact that it is often 
characterized by a fever that 
rises and falls daily. It causes 
tiredness and listlessness, and 
rheumatic-like pains in differ¬ 
ent parts of the body. 

Death from undulant fever is 
rare, but the disease causes pro- 
longed disability. Prompt and 
proper treatment gives the sick 
person a better chance of cure 
in a shorter time. But it also 
happens that even with good 
medical care, a patient may 
suffer recurring attacks of un¬ 
dulant fever for years.

erty fronts on a half street. 

The disadvantages of the de¬ 
cision made by the City Coun¬ 
cil in this case are not brought 
up in a spirit of controversy, 
but rather to prevent a recur¬ 
rence of a simiiar situation in 
the future. 

MISCELLANEOUS PROPOSED 
CHANGES IN ZONING 
ORDINANCE 

The following changes are 
suggested: 

1. The purpose section should 
be rewritten. It should be en¬ 
larged so that in addition to 
regulating the location and use 
of buildings, the height and 
size of structures, it have for 
its objects and purposes the 
conservation and stabilization 
of the value of property, pro¬ 
vision for open spaces, for light 
and air; to prevent undue con¬ 
centration of population and to 
generally promote the health, 
safety and general welfare in 
accordance with a comprehen¬ 
sive plan. 

The Set-B a c k Ordinance 
should be made a part of the 
Zoning Ordinance. A set-back 
should be established for each 
block in the City and should 
be shown on a published map, 
and a provision for a variance 
or conditional variance should 
be made in the event the par¬ 
ticular set-back appeared to be 
unjust or arbitrary. 

Minimum garage or carport 
requirements should be estab¬ 
lished for all residential prop¬ 
erty and a study should be 
made promptly of required 
parking space for commercial 
and manufacturing areas. 

A zoning committee or exe¬ 
cutive committee should be cre¬ 
ated in order to handle excep¬ 
tions, variances and interpre¬ 
tations. The Ordinance should 
provide for approval of these 
by the Planning Commission 
and an appeal to the City 
Council by the agreed appli¬ 
cant. 

The Ordinance should be 
amended to require compliance 
with all its terms as a condi¬ 
tion precedent to obtaining a 
permit to build. 

STREET DEPARTMENT 

A. Organization and 

PersonneL 

1. The work of the Street De¬ 
partment will be of such mag¬ 
nitude over the next year or 
two-year period to justify set¬ 
ting up the Street Department 
as a separate entity. I know of 
no better qualified or exper¬ 
ienced person in the City of 
Sierra Madre to head such a 
department than Mr. Verne 
Udell. I have gone over the 
ground for the proposed proj¬ 
ect in very great detail with 
Mr. Udell and he is thoroughly 
familiar with the work that is 
to be done and he knows HOW 
it should be done. A city the 
size of Sierra Madre is very 
fortunate in having in its em¬ 
ploy a man of Mr. Udell’s 
all round experience. Were it 
not that I believe it best to 
separate the Water and Street 
Departments for at least the 
next two-year period, I would 
recommend that Mr. Udell be 
promoted to the position of 
combination Street and Water 
Superintendent.

Co-Operation to Prevent 
Rabies Sought by County 


necessity of treatment of dog 
bite wounds and the danger of 
rabies in animals or humans 
ceases to exist. The disease is 
primarily one of dogs, although 
all warm-blooded animals and 
men are susceptible to rabies. 

The disease is caused by a 
filterable virus contained in the 
saliva of the Infected animals, 
and is primarily spread by the 
infected animal biting another, 
although it may be spread by 
the saliva containing the virus 
getting into any open wound. 
Evidence has been presented 
which shows the virus of rabies 
may be present in the saliva 
of the animal from 3 to 8 days 
prior to the time clinical sym¬ 
ptoms of rabies are noted. The 
animal will usually die 3 to 6 
days after symptoms “are noted. 

Any person bitten by any 
animal is advised to consult 
his physician or the district 
health officer relative to prop¬ 
er treatment, and to give the 
name and address of the ani¬ 
mal’s owner. The Los Angeles 
County Health Department has 
trained inspectors who will fol¬ 
low up cases and place the 
animal under quarantine and 
observation on the premises of 
the owner. 

Co-operation of the public in 
reporting all dog bites and all 
cases of suspected rabies to the 
local health office will be of 
great assistance in controlling 
rabies. 


With several cases of animal 
rabies reported in the local 
areas in the past few weeks, 
the Los Angeles County Health 
Department asks the public for 
co-operation in helping prevent 
further spread of rabies. Con¬ 
sult your veterinarian or con¬ 
tact the local health office 
should your animals show any 
unusual sickness or change of 
disposition. Tendency to leave 
home, change of voice, refusal 
to eat, tendency to bite or 
snap without provocation, 
weakness or paralysis of the 
lower jaw or legs or enlarge¬ 
ment of the pupil of the eyes 
are symptoms of rabies. 

Rabies is not a summer dis¬ 
ease. With the advent of cool¬ 
er weather many believe the
